Affiliates can earn fantastic commissions. Publishers can earn 15 percent on a 
Canva Pro annual subscription and 80 percent on a monthly subscription. 


Affiliates get a 30-day cookie. One of my biggest complaints with some pro- 
grams is that their cookie/conversion durations are too short. Canva’s 30-day 
referral period meets the industry standard, but 60 to 90 days would be more 
advantageous. 


Impact issues payments when 
earnings exceed 10 USD or the local equivalent. Affiliates receive payments to 
their bank and PayPal accounts.

link, you can link to an article or product related to your content to increase rel- 
evance and conversion rates. Deep linking is essential for Canva, given its ex- 
tensive range of digital assets.
